How to Reduce Noise of 
Atmospheric Disturbance 
One of the most serious difficulties 
wlil< h amateurs find in long-distance 
receiving, especially during the cold 
months, Is that of atmospheric dis­ 
turbances. 
No device for completely 
eliminating these has yet been invent­ 
ed, but they can at least be greatly di­ 
minished by means of a comparative­ 
ly simple contrivance. 
Tills is nothing more than the In­ 
sertion of a hlgh-ohmed resistance 
between ttie antenna and the ground 
wire. 
In laying in the auxiliary con­ 
nection with the receiver the resist­ 
ances of tlie static transmissions of 
the antenna are immediately diverted 
to the earth. 
At the same time, how­ 
ever, a small part of the high-ohmed 
receiving energy is lost through this 
auxiliary connection. 
The strength 
of this resistance is best ascertained 
by testing. 
On the average, a resist­ 
ance of half a megohm will suffice. 
The 
amateur can 
himself 
prepare 
this resistance by drawing on a glass 
support pencil strokes of different 
lengths and depths. 


Instructions on How to 
Construct Wave Trap 
A wave trap is constructed as fol­ 
lows: Wind about fifty turns of No. 
1*4 double silk-covered copper wire on 
a throe-inch diameter bakellte form. 
Connect a .0003 mfd. variable con­ 
denser across this coll. 
Connect the 
coll and condenser combination 
in 
series with the antenna lead-in and 
adjust the wave-trap condenser and 
the set until the interference Is re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
When the in­ 
side loop It- used with the set, It may 
be necessary to tilt the loop slightly 
In the direction of the aerial of the 
interfering station and rotate It slow­ 
ly to find the minimum point of pick­ 
up. 
The reason for this Is because 
the "wave front" at short distances 
from a transmitter may not he pro- 
ceedlng in a vertical plane.

Interference In the short-wave bands 
from harmonics, particularly those of 
program 
broadcasting

been called to the attention of the 
federal radio commission by amateurs. 
K. 
B. 
Warner, secretary of the 
American 
Radio Relay league, 
has 
complained to the commission that 
the situation is seriously endangered 
In areus possessing many broadcast* 
tng stations. 
"Harmonic» In the so-called 80-iue- 
ter band are so numeroug and strong 
iround New York city that It Is gen­ 
erally Impossible fur amateurs there 
to do long-distance work In that hand 
at present,” Mr. Warner declared. 
"As an example, one of our oldest i 
and most skillful amateurs In that 1 
area recently counted 27 harmonics In 1 
>ne evening froru broadcasting sta- ’ 
tlons between 75 and 83 meters. The 
stronger ones took up as much room 
as three or four good amateur slg- 
aals and the frequency of many trans­ 
mitters was anything but constant. 
"The same situation exists propor­ 
tionately In other localities and In 
)ther short-wave bands, being partic­ 
ularly annoying In the hand above 150 
meters, which Is the present assign­ 
ment for American amateur phones. 
"Naturally It is not amateurs alone 
who are annoyed by this Interference; 
the harmonics extend throughout the 
short wave spectrum and constitute a 
serious situation which must he of 
concern to all classes of short wave 
users.” 
Members of the radio commission 
declared tiiat the problem of interfer­ 
ence and maintenance of transmitter 
frequency had been perplexing them 
and the engineers for some time. With 
the Improvement of apparatus and 
the proposed elimination of a number 
of broadcasting stations It Is expect­ 
ed that Interference will be materially 
reduced.

Historians have differed widely re­ 
garding the attitude of the inhabit­ 
ants of Upper Louisiana 
when

Such colonists as had inhabited 
the 
region 
whether French or American 
had lived under Spanish law.

taining for the most part the social 
usages and ustom s of their respectiv 
nationality. 
By the treaty of 
San 
Ildefonso of October 1, 
1800,

retroceded 
the

France, who had held legal title to it 
prior to 1702. 
Despite the treaty 
San Ildefonso, however, actual poss 
ess ion of Louisiana had rem ained 
the hands of Spain until 1803. The in

and law for a period of more than 30 
years. At the time of the acquisition 
of the Province by the United State 
by the treaty of April 30, 1803,

colonists had lived with the greatest

Complain of Harmonics 
in Short-Wave Bands 
Interference In the short-wave bands 
from harm onics, particularly those of 
program 
broadcasting 
stations, 
has 
been called to the attention of the 
federal radio commission by am ateurs. 
R. 
B. 
W arner, 
secretary of 
the 
American 
Radio 
Relay 
league, 
has 
complained to the commission 
that 
the situation is seriously endangered 
In areus possessing many broadcast- 
ing stations. 
Harmonics In the so-called 80-iue- 
ter band are so numerous and strong 
tround New York city that It Is gen­ 
erally Impossible for am ateurs there 
to do long distance work In that hand 
it present,” Mr. W arner declared. 
As an example, one of our oldest 
•nd most skillful am ateurs In that 
*rea recently counted 27 harmonics In 
>ne evening from broadcasting sta­ 
tions between 75 and 85 meters. The 
•tronger ones took up as much room 
is three or four good amateur sig­ 
nals and the frequency of many trans­ 
mitter* was anything but constant. 
“The same situation exists propor­ 
tionately tn other localities and In 
ither short-wave bands, being partic­ 
ularly annoying In the hand above 150 
meters, which Is the present assign­ 
ment for American am ateur phones 
‘Naturally It Is not am ateurs alone 
who are unno.ved by this Interference; 
the harmonics extend throughout the 
short wave spectrum and constitute a 
serious situation which must he of 
concern to all classes of short wave 
users.” 
Members of the radio commission 
declared thnt the problem of Interfer­ 
ence and maintenance of transm itter 
frequency had been perplexing them 
and the engineers for some time. With 
the Improvement 
of apparatus and 
the proposed elimination of a number 
of broadcasting stations It Is expect­ 
ed that Interference will he materially 
reduced. 


How to Reduce Noise of 
Atmospheric Disturbance 
One of the most serious difficulties 
which am ateurs find In long-distance 
receiving, especially during the cold 
months, Is that of atmospheric dis­ 
turbances. 
No device for completely 
eliminating these has yet been Invent­ 
ed, but they can at least he greatly di­ 
minished by means of a comparative­ 
ly simple contrivance. 
This is nothing more than the In­ 
sertion of a 
nigh-ohmed resistance 
between the antenna and the ground 
wire. 
In laying In the auxiliary con­ 
nection with the receiver the resist­ 
ances of the static transmissions of 
the antenna are Immediately diverted 
to the earth. 
At the same time, how­ 
ever, a small part of the hlgh-ohmed 
receiving energy Is lost through this 
auxiliary connection. 
The strength 
of this resistance Is best ascertained 
by testing. 
On the average, a resist­ 
ance of half a m egohm will suffice. 
The 
am ateur 
can 
himself 
prepare 
this resistance by drawing on a glass 
support pencil strokes of different 
lengths and depths.

(July 9. 1803) i* record«*«!,” say* Ni- 
collct, “ indicates the profound *«>nsa 
tion with which the news was receiv­ 
ed” by th«- inhabitants of St. I.ouis 
and th«* surrounding country. 
H istorians have differ«*! widely re ­ 
garding th«- attitude of the inhabit­ 
ants of U pper Louisiana 
when 
the 
change of 
sovereignty 
was 
made. 
Such colonists as had inhabited 
the 
region 
w hether French or American 
had lived under Spanish law. 
re ­ 
taining for the most p a rt th«1 social 
usages and ustom s of th«'ir respective 
nationality. 
By the tre a ty of 
San 
Ildefonso of October 1, 
1800, 
Spain 
had 
retroce«le«l 
th«' 
territo ry 
to 
France, who had held legal title to it 
prior to 1702. 
Despite th«* tre a ty of 
San Ildefonso, however, actual poss­ 
ession of Louisiana had rem ained in 
the hands of Spain until 1803. The in­ 
habitants of 
U pper 
Louisiana 
had 
therefore lived under Spanish 
rule 
and law for a period of mor«* than 30 
years. At th«* time of the acquisition 
of th«* Province by the United Stat«*s 
by the treaty of April 30, 1803,

In discussing the formation of the 
new company, 
General 
Harbord 
pointed out that although the Radio 
Corporation, 
General 
Electric 
and 
W estinghouse had been preparing for 
several years to 
m arket apparatus 
synchronizing voice and music with 
motion pictures, public Introduction 
©f the apparatus had been delayed un­ 
til the engineers had achieved "com­ 
plete practicability” so that It would 
be as simple to operate as a radio 
net, and, at the same time, highly per­ 
fected. 
“The 
Photophone,” 
said 
General 
Harbord “is both simple and practi­ 
cal. 
The essential principle Is the 
recording of pictures and sound on 
one film. While various methods have 
been devised for ‘talking movies,’ ex­ 
perience has shown that the most 
practical Is that of recording pictures 
and sound on the same film. 
This 
is the method employed by the Photo­ 
phone. 
It Is now possible to photo­ 
graph the President of the United 
States—voice as well as action—and 
to distribute films reproducing the 
nvent throughout the country. 
Uses and Operation 
“Easily operated reproducing appa­ 
ratus for use in theatres, schools and 
churches will be nationally available. 
An entire opera, musical comedy or 
drama can be electrically recorded on 
the film, just as it fs seen and heard, 
and then reproduced from the same 
film. 
W hatever can be seen or heard, 
whether it is a nightingale singing or 
an army in battle, can now be record­ 
ed and reproduced for both the eye 
and the ear.

R u b y a n d S a p p h i r e C o u s in s 
OCTHERN Asia, Including India, 
the Malay peninsula and Ceylon, 
has been for ages a treasure housa 
of gama second to none in the world, 
though In late years South Africa has 
been surpassing It. The Jeweled robes 
and turbans of Indian princes and 
their favorite queens have been u mat­ 
ter of wonder to travelers since the 
days of Marco Polo. 
India and Ceylon have long been 
known as the source of the best ru­ 
bles and sapphires, which are differ­ 
ently colored forms of the mineral 
known aa corundum.
